Than Some Items of ‘Equipment -

The 53d Inf, experience is an 
example of the way Moose Horn 
contribrted to the future as well as 
the present training of the individ- 
ual soldier. j 

For one thing there are the sta-| tors. 
tistics. There was not oné military 
fatality despite the fact that: ve- 
hicles traveled a total of 500,000/ or 
miles. Although temperatures were 
down in the minus 508, there was 
not one serious frostbite case re- 
ported. A typical Moose Horn bat- 
talion, ist Bn, 53d Inf. contributed 
a total. of 11,520 man-days to the 
exercise. 
~ Much was learned about individ- 
ual’ requirements. As such his sys- 
tem requires certain amounts of 
fluids and solids. Skiing as many 
as 19 miles a day, it was generally 
agreed that he could use three hot 
meals a day—even if they are pre- 
heated C-rations fréee-dropped from 
light aircraft—a quart of water, six 
hours of sleep per night, a maxi- 
mum of eight hours skiing per day, 
and perhaps some salt dextrose tab- 
lets at bean.

WASHINGTON — Free counsel 


would be provided to all service-|jeo 


men who have to stand trial in a 
foreign country under a bill ap- 
proved last week by the House 


" Armed Services committee. 
The measure, HR 7646, authorizes, 


the service, secretaries to pay all 
counsel expenses for representing 


men before foreign courts and tri- 
bunals, The services would employ 
counsel, pay his fee, pay court 
cost, bail and other expenses. 

The committee added an amend- 
ment to the Defense-sponsored bill 
assuring that men will not be 
forced to repay. any of the cost 
to the. government except for for- 
feited bail. 

At present, foreign courts pro- 
vide counsel for defendants and 
the Defense department’ sends ‘an 
observer to each trial. But because 
of possible language barriers it 
was felt the men should have a 
right to American lawyers as 
counsel. .

THE COMMITTEE, in its report, 
said this was one additional safe- 
guard for men tried in foreign 
courts under the Nato status of 
forces agreement or similar agree- 
ment.

Army Will 
Let 8000 
Out Early 


WASHINGTON — Up to 8000 
draftees due to be separated in 
July will leave the Army in June, 
if they wish, in an “early-release 
program” designed to adjust Army 
strength to meet strength require- 
ments overseas later this year. 

The program, though not yet 
firm, was provided for in the 1956 
budget which Congress approved 
last year. 

No man will be released who does 
not want to go. All releases will 
apply only to men in the ZI. No one 
is to be brought back from, over- 
seas for early release. 

Nod official announcement of this 
early release has yet been made, an 
Army official said, because final 
details have not. been approved. 

But it now appears clear that the 
program will be carried out. 

Need for the . program arises 
from Army. requirements for 
‘trained men in Europe and other 
areas outside the ZI during the 
summer and Fall of 1956. To meet 
these needs, the Army has had to 
bring men-in before July 1 so that 
they can be trained. To make room 
for them, others are being released 
early. 

All men to be released in June; 
those drafted in June and July of 
1954, will be released in the order 
in which they eanie into the Army.

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Defense Victory | 


HE SMALL but important battle won on-Capitol Hill by 
Defense. Department leaders last week, it seems to us, 
has received insufficient fhotice. Led by Assistant Defense 
Secretary Carter Burgess, Defense experts talked a Congres- 
sional committee into dropping a proposed tax on gales in 
military commissaries and post exchanges in the District of 
Columbia. 

The “take” would have been $220,000 a year in this area, 
gained from a one-percent grocery tax and a two percent 
general sales tax. Sounds like “peanuts,” perhaps. But if the 
tax had gone through in the federal district it might Have set 
8 precedent for all the states to exact similar taxes. ° 

Burgess told the joint group that military commissary 
sales are exempted from taxes in the states because the 
chance to buy tax-free goods is considered a very important 
incentive in keeping men in service. He feared that passage 
of the tax proposal would be deeply resented by men stationed 
near the nation’s capital and that it would have a potentially 
bad effect elsewhere in the country. 

The legislators saw it his way. 

Thus, another small skirmish in a continuing “war” was 
won by the vigilance often described as necessary to much 
higher pursuits. 








Quill-Pen Finance 
f bene ARMY’S decision to continue paying its people on the 


old monthly basis means that Army families won't get’ 


any relief from the problem of budgeting one payday over 
an entire month. An Army Times survey of opinion among 
service people, held some time ago, indicated that this was 
perhaps the chief complaint they had with the present system. 

It took the Army two years to turn thambs ‘down on the 
twice-a-month pay plan which the Air Force adopted after 
only six months’ test. 

Army says it would cost $3 million a year, plus an addi- 
tional 600 people, to handle the paperwork involved in a 
semi-monthly pay plan. In defense of its decision, it points 
to the Air Force’s experience with the new operation. An 
“alarming” number of errors are reported to have turned up. 

It seems to us that any. new system is almost automati- 
cally subject to error and that errors in this case will be 
reduced as Air Force finance people become familiar with 
the new routine. 

In any event, it looks as if the Army will continue to be 
the lone holdout on semi-monthly paydays. It’s too bad. To 
put semi-monthly pay into effect would cost about three 
dollars per man per year, The boost in domestic:peace of 
mind would far outweigh this cost. . |. E,

Retired Officers Buck Change i in Pay Date 


By STEVE TILLMAN 


ASHINGTON.—The Retired Officers Association -will' resist any effort on the part 

of the’ Defense Department and Congress, to curtail retirement benefits. This is 

the answer to the Army’s appeal to Congress that Reserve retirement under Title 111 of PL 
810 be effective only as of the date of application. — 


The Seagrave decision of the 
Court of Claims stated that the ef- 
fective retirement date will be that 
at which age 60 is attained. Rep. 
Carl Vinson, chairman of the House 
Armed Services committee, com- 
‘plied with the Army’s request and 

troduced HR 9752. This calls 
for the pay of retired Reserve of- 
ficers to commence on the first day 
of the month following the month 
in which application is received. 

R resentment is centered 
around the claim that the Seagrave 
decision “creates great administra- 
tive difficulties and could mean that 
some would get retired pay to 
which they are not. entitled.” 

ROA maintains that the Seagrave 
decision will greatly reduce the 
administrative work load in the 
Adjutant General’s office. It is 
hard to conceive how anyone can 
get retired pay to which he is not 
entitled, so the contention goes. 

One statement made by Army 
that Reserve officers “had slept on 
their rights for an unreasonable 
lerigth of time,” is causing a bad 
reaction. Army has never taken 
any definite steps to inform Re- 
serve officers of their retirement 
rights. The poor handling of cor- 
respondence from Reserve officers 
regarding the dual compensation 
limitation has also served to con- 
fuse, rather than inform, the Re- 
servists. 

HR 9725 has very little chance 
of enactment. 





Looking to June 


RESERVE officers are beginning 
to swing into politieal action whose 
success or failure will become 
known next June when the Reserve 
Officers Association holds its an- 
nual. convention at New Orleans. 

There is only limited speculation 
over the election of the néw na- 
tional president. He will be an 
Air Force Reserve officer. Ap- 
parently the contest is between 
Brig. Gen. Robert Condon and Col. 
Roger Zeller. 

Interest of Army Reserve officers 
lies in the election of an Army vice 











president, since the person elected 
to this office will doubtless be the 
choice for president in 1957. . 





Tanner Pay Starts 


LAST WEEK the Comptroller 
General directed the Defense De- 
partment to start paying Reserve 
retired pay to Reserve officers, re- 
tired under Title 111 of PL 810, 
who are also federal employees. 
This is the result of the Tanner 
decision. 

Under the directive—B 123382 
dated March 2, 1956—Army Re- 
serve and National Guard officers 
will find the retroactive feature will 
be to the effective date of PL 810. 
This is June 29, 1948. Reserve of- 
ficers of the Navy, the Marine 
Corps, and the Coast Guard will 
probably find that their applic- 
ability will be only from Jan. 1, 
1953. It is assumed that Reserve 
officers of the Air Force will be 
covered from June 29, 1948. 

Payment will be made only from 
non-lapsed appropriations. This 
means that the finance centers will 
pay only from July 1, 1955. Claims 
prior to this date will be submitted 
to the Comptroller General for pay- 
ment. 

It is’ suggested that Reserve of- 
ficers having claims write to the 
appropriate finance center for in- 
structions. on how to proceed. 


Tax Credit Raise 


REP. John Lesinski Jr. of Michi- 
gan has introduced HR: 9473, a bill 
of some interest to Reserve officers 
who are federal employees. If en- | 
acted into law, it would raise the 
tax credit on Civjl Service retire- | 
ment to $3000. 

It would also raise present Civil 
Service retirement pay by $100 
monthly, plus $10 for each two full 
months elapsed between the com- | 
mencing date of the annuity and 
the date of enactment of the bill. 
Such. increases’ would not exceed

FORT DIX, N. J.—The pickings 
are slim at the Fort Dix “complaint 
office”—an average of one soldier 
in’ 161 leaving Dix for new assign- 
ment has a gripe he wants to get off 
his chest officially. 

Every departing “soldier is _pri- 
vately closeted with a member of 
the inspector general’s staff and 
asked if he has a legitimate com- 
plaint he wishes brought to com- 
mand attention.

During the 12 mofiths of 1955, 
only 335 soldiers out of a depart- 
ing total of 54;177 had complaints.

GOING OVERSEAS? 
Electricity. 
Info Vital

|are planning to buy electric . 


appliances for use abroad, you 
should discover the exact char- 
acteristics of the electric current 
in the country in which the: appli- 
ances are to be used. Otherwise, 
you may discover that the electric 
appliances you buy over here will 
not operate properly on the power 
supply over there. “ed 
“An increasing number of U. S. 
made electric appliances are being 
purchased here for use abroad,” 


William G. Hills; managing direc- 
tor of the Electric Institute of 
Washington, reported, “The pur- 
chasers are American and foreign 
diplomatic and military personnel, 


industrial representatives and tour- 
ists.” 


“In many cases,” he said, “the 
purchaser, attracted by discount 


prices, buys without investigation. 
He later discovers that the electric 
equipment he has bought will not 
operate on the electric current 
available at, the foreign destina- 
tion.” 

Anyone planning to use an 
American-made appliance abroad 
should get the basic facts about 
the characteristics of electric cur- 
rent in the country where the ap- 
plance is to be used. He should 
know the cycles, voltage, number 
of wires, and number of phase’ of 
the power supply; whether or not 
there is any restriction as to power 
consumption; and the stability of 
the current. Also he should deter- 
mine the availability of hot water 
and the waterpressure. 

In the United States we have 
118/236 volt, 60 cycle, 3- wire, 
single phase, without a power. re- 
striction on the 236 volt line. In 
most other countries, the power dif- 
fers in some if not all of these char- 
acteristics. And many ‘countries 
have power ,festrictions and a fluc- 
tuating current. Because of the dif- 
ference in power supply, some 
American concerns produce appli- 
ances especially engineered and 
manufactured for operation oyer- 
seas. 

A common misconception is that 
a transformer will solve all elec- 
trical problems. A transformer will 
do nothing more than step up or 
step down the voltage, and has no 
effect whatsoever on the difference 
in cycle frequency. In any event, a 
transformer’s use should belimited, 
for reasons of economy, to equip- 
ment of comparatively low wattage 
consumption. 

The difference between the do- 
mestic 60 cycle and the 50 cycle 
current in common use abroad pre- 
sents a-—problenf that cannot be 
ignored. When 60 cycle machines 
are operated on 50 cycle, all appli- 
ances with timing mechanisms will 
run slower and longer for’ any 
given setting; and on some. ma- 
chines, there is a strong likelihood 
of burning out the motor, solonoids 
and timing devices. si 

The characteristics of the electric 
services available in many, of the 
foreign citieS are listed in “Elec 
tric Current Abroad” published by 
the U. S. Department of 
which can be purchased from.

FORT BAKER, C alif.— 
Perched high atop a wind- 
swept, fog-shrouded hill in 
southeast Washington state is 
the control site of a unique 
Nike antiaiarcraft defense in- 
stallation. Completely sur- 
rounded by the unfriendly 
desert floor, 2300 feet below, 
the site stands guard over the 
Atomic Energy Commission’s 
vital Hanford plants. 

The unit is Btry D of the 83d 
AAA Missile Bn. \ 

The barren hill is inhabited only 
by jackrabbits, cougars and anti- 
aircraft guided missilemen 12 
months of the year. In the spring 
and summer there are, in addition, 
plenty of the mountain’s name- 
sakes, for this is officially called 
“Rattlesnake Mountain.” 

Like a wriggling snake, too, is 
the precipitous road that leads 
up te this control site 3500 feet 
above sea level. A seven-mile ‘ac- 
cess road, like a segment of the’ 
Burma Road, climbs steadily 
from the desert floor with an av- 
erage grade of 18 percent. Sel- 
dom free from ice or snow dur- 
ing the winter months, the road 
is the perilous lifeline to this 
isolated site. 

For nearly six months of the year, 
the Camp Hanford post engineers 
and the battery personnel wage a 
continuing fight to keep the road 
open. Snow plows and road sand- 
ers, normally foreign to this desert 
country, work around the clock 


to keep the lines of communication | 


free. 

Occasionally, severe drifts balk 
all efforts and the control site is 
cut off for hours at a time. But 
never is the radar line of sight im- 
paired, and the battery remains 
fully operational in all kinds of 
weather, ready to down hostile air- 
craft. 

* * * 

CAPT. Frederick E. Roseman 
commands the battery, and con- 
fesses that it presents unusual 
problems. The Pacifie jet streams 
pass right over Rattlesnake Moun- 
tain. It almost always blows and 
blows hard on top of this desolate

With the wind comes bitter, bone- 
chilling cold. According to Rose- 
man, it always feels at least 20 
degrees colder on Rattlesnake 
Mountain when the wind blows... 
which is nearly all the time. Actu- 
ally the temperature ranges be- 
tween 40 degrees above and 20 de- 
grees below zero. Usually, it is 10 
to 20 degrees colder at the control 
site than at the launcher site on 
the desert floor. 

However, mother nature some- 
times has her little joke and sends 
in warm upper layers of air so that 
the control] site tenants bask in 
the Banana Belt while the launcher 
crews freeze. On occasion, it has 
been 30 degrees warmer on top of 
Rattlesnake. 

* - = 

ALL OF THESE. problems of 
wind, cold ice and snow were fore- 
seen by the planners and the site 
construction is unique in the anti- 
aircraft. The buildings were tailor- 
made for the top of Rattlesnake 
Mountain and provide a complete 
working and ‘living area all under 
one roof. The radar vans are built 
right into the concrete-block build- 
ing. Living quarters, recreational 
areas, and mess hall are all con- 
nected by heated passageways. 

Unlike other Nike control sites, 
a fully equipped kitchen is provided 
and a separate mess operated. 

Only the three radar antennas 
are in the open, Unless some work 
needs to be done on these antennas, 
the men never leave tlie comfort 
of their buildings during — bad 
weather.

PRIDE AND JOY of the control 
section of the battery is the mess 
hall and . well-equipped kitchen. 
Most control sites get their food 
from the main battery messes main- 
tained at the launcher sites. Cooked 
food is brought up in thermite cans. 
But Rattlesnake Mountain is so far 
and so formidable a journey from 
the launchers that a control site 
kitchen is necessary. 

Master of this culinary depart- 
ment is SP3 Bing Q. Yee, who was 
born in Canton, China, in 1933 and 
| came to this country at the age of 
|mine. An Army career man, he en- 
joys cooking for the 25 to 35 men 
who call the top of Rattlesnake 
“home.” 

Yee’s kitchen uses a modern 
|home style electric range and re- 
frigerator, and with wonderful re- 
sults, according to the satisfied 
diners. Three times a week rations 
are delivered to the site, provided 
the road is passable. So far the en- 
gineers have kept Yee from having 
to dip too deeply into his supply. 
of “C” rations, but a three-day sup- 
ply is always ready—just in case!

WATER IS A PROBLEM on top 
of the mountain. During the warm 
months a spring helps supply the 
unit but this freezes solid during 
the winter and dries up in late 
summer. Then water is hauled 
laboriously by Engineer tank 
trucks from far away Camp Han- 
ford and the storage tank is kept 
ever full to guard against an im- 
passable road. 

When the intrepid missilemen.of 
Rattlesnake Ridge need to venture 
outside, the accepted uniform in- 
cludes “Long Johns,” fatigues, 
parka with hood, gloves, snow pacs 
or other heavy lined boots.

Since the target date for start- 
ing the new program is only four 
months away, CONARC directs that 
no service schools be required to 
have all the instructional material 
on hand by July. However, each 
school was told to have sufficient 
subcourses on hand to satisfy the

They 
are: Pre-Commission extension, the
